half, preparing to substitute their ligUt for 
gas. 
Tho powerful ougiue which is sit- 


uated iu Pearl street, ia not 
connected 


with

dynamo 
by belt, and conse- 


quently there ia no slipping on tlio pulley. 
The engine shaft is directly connected with 
tho dynamo. The experiment yesterday was 
entirely satisfactory, BO that after to-morrow 
any building within the boundaries specified 
having fixtures and connection with the mains 
can be supplied with tho light The gas com- 
pany having tho monopoly of that district is 
receiving daily order to cut off connection and 
remove thoir motors. Tho gas consumers are 
also calling upon those corporations for their 
'•motor deposits," soma of which huro stood 
for a quarter of ft century. The settling up 
with thu depositors will require a deal of 
money, and tho gas companies now begin, to 
understand that there is a turn iu thoir tide of 
gas monopoly.

In a taotitly apologetic 
preface, Mr, Froude informs the reader 
that tho manuscript of these, reminis- 
cences is not one of those which were in- 
trusted to him by Mr. Carlyle, but that 
Mr. Carlyle gave it to hU secretary, who 
gave it to Mr. Thomas Ballantyne, who 
gold it to'a Mr. Anderson, from whom it 
cuine into the hands ot its London pub- 
lishers, who, being free to do with it as 
they pleased, asked Mr. Froude's opin- 
ion as to the propriety of giving it to the 
world, aud he saw no objection to their 
doing so.
